Incidentally, the train contin¬ 
ued its course towards Red Deer 
as the crew was unaware there 
had been any collision. 

RCMP said a passerby who 
came upon the scene reported a 
damaged car near the tracks at 
3:19 a.m. RCMP then notified the 
CP Rail network management 
centre in Calgary who informed 
crews to stop the train. 

“Our crew immediately 
brought the train to a stop and 
investigated, learning the 27th car 
had been contacted.” said 
Greenburg. 

Sgt. O’Dwoyer said the train 
was near Bowden by the time it 
was stopped. 

“CP Rail thoughts and prayers 
are going out to the family and 
friends of the deceased. Although 
the crew was not aware of the situ¬ 
ation at first, once they learned of 
it they wen* quite* concerned.’’ said 
Greenburg. “The crew has been 
offered support services if they 
ivquire them.” 

As a result of the collision a 
seam on the side of the train air 
was ripped, leaking a small 
amount of sulphur which trailed 
the train until it was biought to a 
complete stop. 

Greenburg said the incident 
closed that line of tracks for a 
short time, until the spill was 
cleaned up. It reopened later the 
same day.

Although the speed Pothier was 
travelling at has not been deter¬ 
mined. CP Rail officials said train 
speed was not a factor. 

“The train was travelling at a 
speed of (slightly under 16 km/h) 
as it was switching from a second¬ 
ary line onto the Red Deer main 
line,” said Ed Greenburg, man¬ 
ager public affairs for CP Rail, 
adding track speed in that area is 
16 km/h.

NRCB turns down requests for Board review 



RDCRD 
awaits funds 
for Holy 
Trinity 
Catholic 
School

The waiting has begun for 
the Red Deer Catholic Regional 
Division (RDCRD) as they an¬ 
ticipate the decision of the Min¬ 
ister of Infrastructure and 
Transportation Lyle Oberg, if 
they will have funding for the 
construction of the new Catho¬ 
lic School to be built in Olds. 

This new school is a result 
of both Olds and Didsbury 
Catholic residents electing to 
have the RDCRD expand into 
the towns, with the new Catho¬ 
lic school to be built in Olds and 
Didsbury students to be bused 
there. 

Oberg will make his decision 
in consultation with the Min¬ 
ister of Education, Gene 
Zwozdesky, and Olds/Didsbury 
MLA Richard Marz. The gov¬ 
ernment is under a tight budget 
right now for new school build¬ 
ings. 

The new school which has 
recently been named Holy Trin¬ 
ity Catholic School, was sup¬ 
pose to open in September 
2006, but now for that to hap¬ 
pen the RDCRD would need a 
decision from Oberg right away. 

“For the school to open in 
September of 06, we would re¬ 
quire some quick action from 
the government,” said Gord 
Bontje, RDCRD chair. “We met 
with Lyle and tried to oppress 
upon him that this money was 
needed. We are still hoping the 
school will open in September 
06, but the government will 
have to act fast.” 

Officials in the Ministry of 
Infrastructure and Transporta¬ 
tion have suggested that it 
might be possible for the school 
to open in September 2006 on 
the permanent site, in portable 
classrooms while the perma¬ 
nent school is under construc¬ 
tion. The permanent school will 
include things like gymnasium, 
library and a chapel. 

Holy Trinity is expected to 
cost between five and seven 
million dollars to construct. 
The name came from a list of 
names that was provided to 
RDCRD from St. Andrews par¬ 
ish. RDCRD decided Holy Trin¬ 
ity was the best suited one. 

While waiting to get ap¬ 
proval for the funds. RDCRD 
received good news when Ernie 
and Marion Kasawal of Olds 
agreed to donate their land for 
the new school. The land is lo¬ 
cated at the west end of Olds. 

“This is all very exciting for 
us,” said Bontje. "We have al¬ 
ready had a lot of parents com¬ 
mitted to sending their children 
to Holy Trinity when it opens. 
Our challenge right now is con¬ 
vincing the provincial govern¬ 
ment that they should immedi¬ 
ately allocate capital dollars to 
construct Holy Trinity.”

Residents that live 
around a controversial 
feedlot east of Didsbury will 
have to apply to take their 
case back to the Alberta 
Court of Appeals if they 
want to continue their bat¬ 
tle, after the Natural Re¬ 
sources Conservation Board 
(NRCB) have turned down 
their requests for a Board 
review on their recent ap¬ 
proval of AAA Cattle Com¬ 
pany’s application. 

The application, just ap¬ 
proved weeks ago, allows 
the intensive feedlot opera¬ 
tion to expand to 18,200 
head of cattle. The approval 
came from the NRCB’s ap¬ 
proval’s officer, however, 
residents and the Committee 
for Lone Pine requested that 
the matter be brought before 
the Board as a whole, to re¬ 
view the approvals officer 
decision. 

Letters submitted to the 
NRCB requesting a review 
of the approval were pre¬ 
sented to the NRCB Board 
as a whole, on May 25; how¬ 
ever, the Board felt the 
grounds for a review were 
not sufficient. 

In considering requests 
for Board review, it is impor¬ 
tant that the Board examine 
the grounds for review, as 
identified by the requesting 
parties. The onus rests with 
a requesting party to iden¬ 
tify sufficient grounds to 
merit the Board’s granting 
of a Review. If sufficient 
grounds are raised to merit 
a review, the Board then 
looks to each of the issues 
raised to determine the 
scope of the review. In con¬ 
sidering the filed Requests 
for Board Review in this in¬ 
stance, the Board deter¬ 
mined that the grounds 
identified were insufficient 
to warrant a review, 
Marianne Wright, Review 
Officer for the NRCB wrote 
in a letter dated May 27, to 
those that applied for a 
Board Review. 


The Committee for Lone 
Pine’s Chairman Murray 
Marsh says he wasn’t sur¬ 
prised at the Board’s deci¬ 
sion to turn down their re¬ 
quest, but says they will 
continue to fight to protect 
the environment and ensure 
the safety of the residents in 
the area. 

“We are not totally sur¬ 
prised. We submitted the re¬ 
view request as part of for¬ 
mality. The window for that 
(is limited). Beyond that it’s 
something you can’t ask for 
anymore,” Marsh said. 

Marsh says his committee 
doesn’t believe that the lon¬ 
gevity of the water supply in 
the area or the safety of 
water is being protected, and 
says that the NRCB should 
for once hold off on getting 
paper work pushed through, 
and make the safety of the 
environment their number 
one concern. 

“We are going to stand to 
do the most we can to make 
sure the water is assured 
and the quality of it and the 
quantity of it. And, we still 
think we have sound evi¬ 
dence that says it’s very 
questionable,” he said. 

Marsh, in the past, has 
been quoted as explaining 
that 18,200 head of cattle 
would use the same amount 
of water daily as that of the 
Town of Carstairs. 

Marsh says he has con¬ 
cerns about ground water 
being contaminated with dif¬ 
ferent bacteria, such as 
E.Coli, which he says have 
been detected in area wells 
in the past. 

“In light of the fact that 
they are still monitoring and 
testing the ground water 
wells and that there are is¬ 
sues with E.Coli, (even af¬ 
ter) the decision,” Marsh 
said. “Why should approval 
be given before the condi¬ 
tions are met? When by 
track record conditions 
sometimes aren’t met three 
and four years after the 
fact.” 

Marsh was referring to a 


letter dated May 22, which 
pointed out that E.Coli had 
been found in a water sam¬ 
ple taken from a water-sam¬ 
pling well located at the feed 
lot. 

However, Simon Cobban, 
co-owner of AAA Cattle Com¬ 
pany, says that the May 22 
letter pointed out that the 
water sample could be con¬ 
taminated and that the 
NRCB was going to come 
out and do another sample 
to ensure there was no 
E.coli found. 

“I will be resampling the 
well on May 27, 2005 and I 
will be taking extra precau¬ 
tions to ensure there is no 
external contamination dur¬ 
ing sampling. I suspect this 
might be what occurred dur¬ 
ing the last round of sam¬ 
pling (which caused E.coli 
to be found in the sam¬ 
pling),” said the letter, 
signed by Jim McKinley, 
NRCB Inspector. “Overall 
the test results indicated 
that the feedlot is not hav¬ 
ing any measurable impact 
on the groundwater.” 

According to Cobban the 
test results from May 27 
have been faxed to him, and 
he says that there was no 
E.coli found, and that the 
first sample was contami¬ 
nated. 

Marsh says that the Com¬ 
mittee for Lone Pine hasn’t 
decided whether or not they 
will try to take their case 
back to the Court of Ap¬ 
peals, who once quashed an 
approval for AAA Cattle 
Company given to them by 
the NRCB. 

“We are looking at it to 
see if there would be oppor¬ 
tunity to go before a judge 
to see if there might be a 
Court of Appeal issue in 
terms that the NRCB hasn’t 
followed the legislation. We 
don’t have an answer for 
sure, yet but we are seeing 
if it’s viable.” 

Since this seems to be the 
same circle that the Com¬ 
mittee for Lone Pine has 
gone down before, Marsh 


was asked what he and 
other local residents would 
be happy with. 

Marsh said that he or 
other residents will never 
support such a large feed lot 
operation, and he says that 
since AAA Cattle Company 
originally applied for a 
feedlot of 2,500 head and 
have grown so quickly, that 
a lot of trust has been lost. 

“If they were operating a 
5,000 head facility and in 
two or three years time, 
there appeared to be no im¬ 
pact to other wells and they 
had established a track 
record of reporting what 
they are suppose to be re¬ 
porting then there could be 
some acceptance of that 
number,” Marsh said. 

Cobban says he is relieved 
that the Board turned down 
the request for a Board re¬ 
view, saying that he feels 
this proves he has followed 
the law and that his feedlot 
is safe and will not harm the 
local environment or affect 
the water supply, despite 
what his neighbours are still 
saying. 

“Of course we are pleased 
to see that the Board has 
upheld the approval officer’s 
decision. They have stood 
behind the extensive and in 
depth investigation con¬ 
ducted by the Approval Of¬ 
ficer as to the safety of our 
operation and agreed with 
the results that our feedlot 
does not pose a risk to the 
community, neighbors or en¬ 
vironment,” Cobban said. 
“We can finally operate our 
family farm without the 
cloud of doubt hanging over 
our head and fulfill our com¬ 
mitment to our community 
to operate a safe feedlot. 
One that the surrounding 
community will benefit 
from,” Cobban said. 

Cobban says that he cur¬ 
rently still only has about 5,500 
head of cattle on-hand, but in 
the weeks to come plans to move 
in more cattle and start getting 
his numbers up to what he has 
been approved for 18,200 head.

Protecting yourself from fraud 


More than 6,000 seniors fall 
victim to scammers and con 
artists every year in Alberta. 
Investment schemes are 
among the most common and 
most costly forms of fraud. 

Seniors are often targeted 
because they grew up in an 
environment of mutual trust 
and respect for their friends 
and co-workers. 

Often, a handshake was 
good enough to settle a deal 
and a person’s word was all 
you needed. Fraud artists take 
advantage of this trust and 
lure people into a variety of 
investment schemes. 

Some steps you can take to 
protect yourself from fraud 
include: 

• Confirm who you’re deal¬ 
ing with. Don’t deal with any¬ 
one who won’t give you their 
background and provide inde¬ 
pendent references and profes¬ 
sional credentials. 

• Ask about licensing or 
registration. Investment deal¬ 
ers must be licensed with the 
Alberta Securities Commis¬ 
sion. The Commission can tell 
you whether a dealer has been 


convicted of breaches of profes¬ 
sional standards. 

• Educate yourself and stick 
to your investment plan. Read 
and understand the documen¬ 
tation about your potential in¬ 
vestment. 

• Compare fees and promised 
returns. Remember, if it sounds 
too good to be true, it probably 
is. 

• Be wary of sending or 
transferring cash over the 
Internet or by mail. This can 
make it difficult to recover your 
money in the case of fraud. 

• Read carefully any con¬ 
tract or agreement before sign¬ 
ing. Make sure that the terms 
are clear. 

• Protect your information. 
Always ask why someone needs 
information before providing 
personal details. Don’t give fi¬ 
nancial or credit information 
over the phone or Internet un¬ 
less you know who you are 
dealing with. 

• If you suspect fraudulent 
behaviour, report it.

The Council of Mountain View County proposes to pass a bylaw to amend Land Use Bylaw No. 55/95 
in accordance with the provisions of the Municipal Government Act. 

The proposed amendment is as follows: 

Bylaw No. 26/05: County Airport District "AP (C)". The purpose of this bylaw is to add a new land 
use district to the Land Use Bylaw in order to establish regulations for subdivision and development on 
lands at or adjacent to airports located within the County. The new district includes a list of permitted 
and discretionary uses, site requirements, development standards, and regulations. 

At 1:00 p.m. on Wednesday, June 15, 2005, the Council will hold a public hearing regarding the above 
Land Use Bylaw amendment to be held in the Council Chambers, Didsbury, Alberta. 

Any person or persons presenting their views to the Council of Mountain View County at the Public 
Hearing to be held in connection with the proposed amendment to the Land Use Bylaw shall state their 
name, location of residence and whether they are speaking on their own behalf or for a group. 
Presentations are limited to five minutes; a request for additional time may be made. Only one 
presentation per person or group is allowed, with the exception of the applicant. 

Any person or persons wishing to submit their views in writing to the Council may do so provided the 
statement reaches the County Office, Didsbury, Alberta, not later than 12:00 o'clock noon, Monday, 
June 13, 2005. All letters must contain the address of the writer(s).

eracy, but this year’s goal is 
to ship 1000 backpacks. 

“A lot of people discard 
their school supplies at the 
end of the year, even when 
they are not fully used,” said 
Eleanor McKenzie, 

Backpacks for Literacy. “If 
they donate them, the sup¬ 
plies go to countries that 
have no supplies, and even 
have very little as far as fur¬ 
niture goes in the schools.” 

Backpacks for Literacy 
accepts both used and new 
backpacks, that must be in 
good shape with no holes, 
and all zippers and snaps 
must be working. You can 
fill the backpack with up to 
10 pounds of school supplies 
including slates, pencils, 
pencil sharpeners, pencil 
crayons, pens, lined or blank 
paper, colored paper, exer¬ 
cise books with clean pages, 
duo-tangs, erasers and rul¬ 
ers. 

You can drop your 
backpack off at Ross Ford 
School till the end of the 


school year, or else you can 
contact Eleanor at 337-5818. 
Please include $10 in each 
backpack for shipping costs. 

“This is an on-going 
project throughout the 
year,” said McKenzie. “Then 
we ship all the backpacks at 
once. These are mostly illit¬ 
erate people learning, and 
this really raises their 
standard of living. Most peo¬ 
ple there barter, it is impor¬ 
tant for them to understand 
the currency.” 

According to McKenzie 
the Didsbury and Carstairs 
area has not caught on yet 
to the project, and they are 
getting much better re¬ 
sponse from other communi¬ 
ties. McKenzie, who is from 
Carstairs, feels that people 
just need to become aware 
and catch onto the idea. 

“This is a very important 
project, reading and writing 
is so important,” said 
McKenzie. “I would really 
like to see the Didsbury and 
Carstairs area get more in¬ 
volved.”

Mv Grandfather was an 
extraordinary man. He 
wiis in the Lions Club and 
was a farmer from the 
Alix, Alberta area. He had 
a wife, three children and 
nine grandchildren. 

ALS (amyotrophic lat¬ 
eral sclerosis) is also 
known as Lou Gehrig’s 
disease, named after a fa¬ 
mous baseball player of the 
New York Yankees who 
died from it in 1941. ALS 
is a degenerative nerve dis¬ 
ease. After diagnosis, vic¬ 
tims live on average from 
six months to five years 
with the disease. About 
3000 Canadians currently 
live with ALS and 2 to 3 
Canadians die a dav from 
ALS. 

ALS is also a degenera¬ 
tion of the motor cells. 
That explains why in the 
fall of 1994. my grandpa's 
right leg started to become 
impaired. But no one 
thought that it was the 
cause of ALS. The doctors 
said that he had back 
problems, and my grandpa 
even had back surgery. 
After his surgery, my 
grandpa went back to his 
farming and family. But in 
January of 1995, he dis¬ 
covered that his condition 
was not getting better, in 
fact it was getting worse. 
His right leg began to 
drag. So when he went to 
Arizona for vacation with 
my grandma, he made ar¬ 
rangements to go to the 
Mayo Clinic.

He presently lives in Airdrie, 
Alberta. He has spent the last five summers enjoying the things he used to do 
before he was diagnosed with Multiple Sclerosis.

What you need to know 

about hantavirus 



Hantavirus is a potentially deadly infection spread by deer mice. 

You can reduce your risk of infection by taking some simple precautions when 
disposing of mice or their droppings, urine, or nesting material: 

• Ventilate enclosed areas for 30 minutes before cleaning. 

• Do not sweep or use a vacuum cleaner. 

• Wear rubber gloves, saturate the droppings with disinfectant such as diluted 
bleach solution (one part bleach to 10 parts water), wipe up with a paper 
towel and discard in a sealed double garbage bag. 

Minimize the presence of mice by eliminating food sources and nesting 
materials, and preventing them from entering your home.

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QUESTION: My son has recently begun running around 
with some tough kids who have introduced him to mari¬ 
juana. He doesn't deny what he is doing because he says it is 
harmless. Can you give me the facts? 


The Didsbury High 
School Jazz Ensemble was 
invited to perform at the 
Alberta Colleges and Insti¬ 
tutes Faculties Association 
annual conference in 
Canmore on Tuesday, May 
31. The group received an 
enthusiastic response for 
their performance, which 
initially was to provide a lit¬ 
tle background ambience. 

However, this soon pro¬ 
gressed to a full-fledged jazz 
concert. After two standing 
ovations and a generous sti¬ 
pend from the conference 
(which goes into the Jazz 
Ensemble account to help 
defray travel and festival 
costs) the students realized 
the satisfaction of success 
after their many hours of 
practice which occurs en¬ 
tirely outside regular school 
hours. 

This talented Ensemble, 
which also performed well at 
the prestigious Lionel 
Hampton Jazz Festival in 


Moscow, Idaho and at the 
6th Annual Whistler Music 
Festival, will give the town 
of Didsbury an opportunity 
to hear them perform at All 
That Jazz!, a concert that 
will also introduce the 
Grade Nine Jazz Band. This 
concert will take place 
Thursday, June 9 at the Zion 
Evangelical Missionary 
Church at 7:30 p.m.

DR. DOBSON: Your son has been given some very bad 
information that is being passed around by those who are 
promoting the legalization of marijuana. It is a lie. Dr. Harold 
Voth, the senior psychiatrist for the Menninger Foundation 
in Topeka, Kan., has set the record straight. 

He said, first, that five marijuana cigarettes have the same 
cancer-causing capacity as 112 conventional cigarettes. Sec¬ 
ond, the part of the brain that allows a person to focus, 
concentrate, create, learn and conceptualize at an advanced 
level is still growing during the teenage years. Continuous 
use of marijuana over a period of time will retard the nor¬ 
mal growth of those brain cells. 

Third, a study conducted at Columbia University revealed 
that female marijuana smokers suffer a sharp increase in 
damage to DNA, the genetic code. It was also found that 
reproductive eggs are especially vulnerable to damage by 
marijuana. Fourth, a second Columbia University study 
found that people who smoked a single marijuana cigarette 
every other day for one year had a white-blood-cell count 
that was 39 percent lower than normal, thus damaging the 
immune system and making the user far more susceptible to 
infection and sickness. Smoking marijuana is a dangerous 
hobby. 

I doubt if your son will be satisfied with this answer, even 
though you should share it with him. His motivation is prob¬ 
ably related more to peer pressure than to his belief in the 
harmlessness of marijuana. The danger is that he will "gradu¬ 
ate" from pot to something harder and more addictive. If I 
were you, I would bring all my energies to bear on getting 
my son away from the gang he is now running with, even if 
it required us to move. He is apparently at a critical junc¬ 
ture in his life.

DR. DOBSON: I urge you to heed the advice of your 
physician. That precious baby inside of you could be severely 
damaged if you continue to drink in the next few months. 
Your child could have what is known as "fetal alcohol syn¬ 
drome,” which can cause heart anomalies, central nervous 
§ystem dysfunction, head and facial abnormalities and life¬ 
long behavior problems. 

* Fetal alcohol syndrome is also thought to be the leading 
cause of mental retardation. It is a terrible thing to inflict 
on a child. Babies can be harmed by alcohol in the blood of 
the mother at any time throughout gestation, but they are 
especially vulnerable during the first trimester. That's why 
you should not drink during the remaining months of your 
pregnancy, but by all means, don't swallow a drop of alcohol 
right now. 

You may remember the Old Testament story of Samson, 
who terrorized his enemies, the Philistines. Before he was 
born, an angel told his mother that her child was destined 
for greatness, and that she must not weaken him by imbib¬ 
ing strong drink while she was pregnant. Medical science 
has now verified the wisdom of that advice. That's why a 
similar warning to pregnant women is posted by law wher¬ 
ever liquor, beer or wine is sold. 

For you, and for all pregnant women and those who an¬ 
ticipate becoming pregnant - don't take chances with your 
babies' future. There is no level of alcohol that is known to 
be safe. Abstain for the entire nine months. You and your 
baby will be glad you did.
